their proclamation to that ofl'ect, notifi- 
cation was sent by the king throughout 
tho whole of Samoa, telling the people 
to disperse to their homes and mako 
peace with each other. The action 
taken by the great powers in dociding 
to acknowledge Malietoa as king has, no 
doubt, been the principal cmse of 
bringing about this amicable settlement. 
The only thing that is likoly to cause 
trouble now is, if restoration of tho 
empty title of vico king is still per- 
sisted in. There was a strong suspicion 
that tho Germans wero scheming to try 
ami get Famanos into that position to 
tho exclusion of Maatafa; but since tho 
Germans have expressed an opinion 
against the vioe-kingship being reaua- 
citatod, a very much easier feeling pre- 
vails among the natives, 

An Insane Asylum Burned. 

Worckstkk, Mass., Jan. 18. — Tho 
state asylum for tho chronically insane 
was seriously damaged by fire this eve- j 
uing. The roof of the two wings was 
destroyed. All tho inmates wore re- 
moved in safety, though amid much ex 
citehieut. Tho tiro was caused by. tho 
carelossnoss of attendants in throwing 
burning paper into a closet.

York was passed. 

Miner*' Troubles. 

Punxsertawnev, Pa., Jan. 18.— 
About sixty negroes were brought hero 
yesterday and put uj work loading coke 
ut Walstron uuder a strong guard of 
Pinkerton police. This action caused 
considerable excitement umong the 
miners and an open air meeting was held 
this afternoon. They were between six 
and seven hundred present, and they 
voted solidly to tight the strike out on 
the old lines. There was a good deal of 
bad blood exhibited at the meeting and 
the Italians and Hungarians gave vent 
to their feelings by shooting into the 
air, over 100 shots being fired. 

A Clergyman «oes WronK. 
Buffalo, Jan. 18. — Rev. E. C. F. 
Finest of St. Jacob's church, is accused 
of misapplying $4,700 ho collected to 
defray the expenses of organizing a grand 
musical festival to aid in tho building of 
the church. A card is published in 
which several leading citizens who wero 
aiding in the movement announce their 
withdrawal. Ernest is much troubled 
over the affair. He denies his guilt, but 
does not explain what has been done 
with the funds.

EUROPE'S COMING WAR

London, Jan. 18.— Tho difficulty be- 
tween England and Portugal regarding 
their respective spheres of influence in 
Africa has caused statesmen to tako a 
serious review of the general situation 
of European affairs. Earl Granville to- 
day said— "The possibility of European 
war darkens and saddens all the future 
and it is difficult at times to look with- 
out a feeling of envy at tho groat repub- 
lic across the water, that gigantic 
daughter of the West, where there are 
no race hatreds, no blood tax, no fiscal 
over-pressure, no possibility of war; 
where sixty millions of tnei«, soon to be 
double and triple that number, can go 
about their businoss in confidence and 
peace. It is not, of course, by any 
movement of the United States that 
they are thus blessod by fortune. It 
is simply because they have not tho 

TERRIBLE HERITAOE OF TIIE PAST. 

This old Europe of ours has not yet 
settled down to its definitive form and 
as far as can be foreseen apart from the 
possibility of some great moral revolu- 
tion, it can only reach it by the bloody 
arbitration of war. Sometimes one is 
tempted to ask iu despair whether one 
war will not lead to another, and ao on 
in tho everlasting series ; and whether 
the time can ever come when each state 
and each race will be content with what 
it bos got; when no community of Eu- 
ropean men will lack tho essentials of 
worthy and happy existence, and when 
the sword can at last be beaten iuto 
the ploughshare. 

THE CAUSES OF EUROPEAN DISQUIETUDE 

are profound and far reaching enough 
in all conscience without its being 
necessary to add to them. They con- 
sist essentially in the repression of tho 
national aspirations of one set of men, 
and the denial of the elementary condi- 
tions of contentment to another. Ger- 
many tries to Germanize her Poles; 
Russia to Russianize hers, and in this 
particular Russia is conducting an inex- 
orable campaign against the German 
element in her Baltic provinces. The 
result is that each and all theso subject 
races are profoundly discontented and 
would welcome a war which held out 
any reasonable prospect of deliverance. 
In the iniquitous partition of Poland it 
has not unrolled its full train of evil, 
and tho merited consequences. The 
evil inherent might have been mitigated 
by strenuous and continuous effort to 

WIN TIIE POLES OVER 

by conciliating and respecting their 
nationality as far as was coneistant with 
the unity of the common atate of which 
they formed a part, Tho causes of their 
arrest cannot bo so readily laid at the 
door of some definite crime or folly. 
Where, as apparently in Bohemia and 
certainly in Macedonia, rival races are 
inextricably mixed together on a defin- 
ite space of ground which all oovet 
equally, it is difficult to see how this 
issue can be settled without a fight 
which will give to one element tho mas- 
tery. It is very unfortunate, but it is 
nobody's fault. 

THE ORE AT WAR MUST COMR 

On the other hand tho refusal or 
failure of Turkey to givo its Christian 
subjects, as for instance in Armenia, an 
existence worthy of beings ie decidedly 
somebody's fault. It is tho fault of 
Turkey in the first place, und of the 
mutual jealousies of tho great powers in 
the second, and both faults will bo 
avenged. From them in all probability 
will spring the great war which we all 
dread; which everyone is anxious to 
postpone, but which fow men on the 
continent at all evor believe CSP bo 
averted altogether. 

THE ALSACE-LORRAINE MATTER. 

Aa if tho permanent causes of war in 
Europe wero not enough, our generation 
lias greatly added to thoin. In particu- 
lar the annexation of Alsace-Lorraine 
by Germany has practically destroyed 
Europe's united force acting in tho in- 
terest of peaco. The two greatest con- 
tinental states nre separated by an tin- 
bridgoablo chasm which put, an end to 
Europe as a unit ; and which hue more 
than neutralized tho advance towardH 
organic collective action which had 
been made before 1870, and would, but 
for that unhappy blunder havo been 
mado still faster since. 

AFRICA ANOTHER CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 

Another great cause of trouble, which 
will loom larger with every year that 
(lasses, is tho effort of Europe, an effort 
ns yet ofton haphazard and iU-Organixed, 
to bring Africa within its orbit. EaiVpu 
has thrown itself upon Africa with ex- 
traordinary stubbornness, and tho vast 
vague sovereignities which each of the 
European peoplo has carved out of the 
Afrioe, of the maps, ar» pregnant with 



"Viva Portugal." 

London, Jan. 18. — A despatch from 
Lisbon to-day states that crowds of 
people assembled in the streets last 
night and shouted "Viva Portugal" and 
"Down with England." Similur scenes 
were enacted in tho provincial towns. 
The Lisbon correspondent of tho Times 
says : "The Duke of Pallmella, captain 
of the King's guard, who recently re- 
turned to the British legation the medal 
rocoived by him while he wus in the 
British service, has ahso dismissed all 
his English servants. Tho Duke, how- 
over, still keeps his fortune invested 
iu British consuls. " A vigilance com- 
mittee has boon formed in Lisbon to 
deoouuoo receivers of Euglish goods. 
French finanoiors have declined to 
nogotiato a loan for PortugaL

London, Jan. 18. — Iu an article in 
tho Speaker, giving soino ronuneaconcca 
of Dollingor, Gladstone concludes with 
this tribtito to bis memory: " Ho is to 
ho honored for attainments perhaps 
never surpassed cither for thoir extent 
or for the wonderful manner in whiob, 
beheld thorn digested and ut his com- 
mand for use. He is to he honored 
yet more fervently, because iu him the 
spirit of self was downtrodden and ox- 
tinct, that ho might live a turgor lifo; 
and, because pursuing truth in the 
spirit of courage, ho set great examples 
for generations to come."

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A SENSELESS AND SPITEFUL 
OMITIG, 

It is a pity that there is not some 
ram in the Opposition who has sense 
enough and independence enough to 
point out to the organ of tho Opposition 
the utter foolishness of its utterances in 
the matter of education. If tho party — 
if it can be called a party — approves of 
the ridiculous nonsense which 1ms lately 
appeared in its organ on that subject, it 
is more brainless unci more contemptible 
in every way than wo imagined possible. 
What can bo more foolish than tho fol- 
lowing utterance of our contemporary : 

"We hold that no member of the 
Government should he in any way con- 
nected with the department of Educa- 
cation in British Columbia." 

Everyone knows that the Government 
is responsible for the manner in which 
the public money is spent. In British 
Colunibiu a very large proportion of the 
revenue is expended in the maintenance 
of education. In fact the Government 
bears very nearly the whole expense of 
supporting the schools. It not only 
pays the teachers hut it builds the 
sohoolliouses and keeps them in repair. 
Is it to bo supposed that any Govern- 
ment would place in tho hands of irre 
sponsible persons the expenditure of 
this very considerable proportion ol the 
public revenue 1 It would bo quite as 
reasonable to say that no member of the 
Government should bo connected with 
the Department of Lands and Works as 
thnt no nienrber of the Government 
should bo connected with the Depart- 
ment of Education. In provinces in 
which the Government contributes only 
a comparatively small part of what is 
required for the maintenance of educa- 
tion it takes upon itself a very laree 
share of the control of tho schools. 
In the province of Ontario, whose 
school system is held up as a model, not 
to Canada alone but to the wholo con- 
tinent, tho head of tho Education De- 
partment is a member of the Govern- 
ment. Was this very important feature 
of tho educational system of the lurgest 
and most influential of the provinces of 
the Dominion a result of the " ignorant 
complaisance of tho legislature?" 
Where tho Government supports the 
schools the Government, of necessity, 
contiols the administration of education. 

The reason given by the organ of the 
Opposition for taking the administration 
of the public education out of the hands 
of the Government is that >» this 
province the Department has become "a 
political machine." "Lot," it says, "oiu- 
of them (the teachers) presume to dif- 
fer from the department, and off goes 
Ilia head." When the organ it, 
asked for facts in proof of its 
assertion that tho department has 
become n political machine, it 
says with a want of definitenoss which 
of itsolf showed that it had no faith in 
its own evidence that "a minister of 
education" deprived a lady of her means 
of living. When challenged to give the 
names of tho Minister of Education and 
the ludy it is as silent as the grave. 
There is another and a most effective 
answer to this charge, and that is the 
Government does not possess tho power 
to dismiss tho teacher. Tho power of 
employing aud discharging teachers i* 
in tho haiula of the Trustees. The 
Minister of Education has now exorcised 
what our contemporary designates as 
"autocratic powers" for soma years, and 
the organ of the Opposition, with the 
best will in the world, has not been able 
to adduce ono single instance of tyranny 
or evon of hardship as tho consequence 
of his being invested with those "auto- 
cratic powers" through tho "ignorant 
complaisance of the legislature." 

We have shown that the Minister of 
Education exorcises no greater powers 
than his predecessor in ollico and that 
on» of tho first acts of the party to 
which ho belongs was to restoro to the 
tcuohors a privilege of which they had 
been deprived by the faction which the 
Times supports. But our contemporary 
has its answer to this. By nil exorcise 
of that porverso ingenuity which seeks: 
for n bad motive for doing what is right 
when a good motive is plainly on tho 
surface, it says : 

"Tboenfraiiehisuinent of tho teachers, 
therefore, was roally nothing more nor 
less than an astute political mov*. It 
itrcngtlieus tho party in power by just 
so miiny votes." 

How can tho Government toll 
that the votos of teachers will 
he cast in its favor ? Tho ballot pro- 
tects tho teacher as woll as it docs evory 
other voter. T<ia«h«rs are just *• freu 



to vote against the Government as 
any other class of electors. 

We must not forget that a very 
large proportion of the teachers are 
women who vro not qualified to vote, 
and who, i? they support the Govern- 
ment, must do it in an indirect way. 
Did tho Government, when it converted 
the Department of Education into "a 
political machine," oxpect to compel 
these ladies to become electioneering 
agents — to form themselvos into a kind 
of Primrose League to further tlis in- 
terests of tho party in power? If any ono 
of them should show a want of real in 
tho causa of tho Government, or worse 
still, if she should become insubordinate 
and say unploasnnt things about the 
Department of Education and its ofli- 
uials, what is to bo done with her? 
What is the form of execution ordained 
for her? Is her head to come off, or is 
alio merely to be choked oil? 

The Opposition should really 'ook 
after their organ. It is, by sonsoless 
twaddle about tho Department of Edu- 
cation, bringing them into contempt. If 
it has any charge to bring against the 
department, if it can show that it has 
abused its authority in any way, let it 
produce the facts on which it bases its 
accusation. Its vixenish scolding 
proves that it lias reully nothing to bring 
against tho department worthy the at- 
tention of men of sense. Tho natural 
conclusion to which such men come is 
that if the Times could produce a single 
instance of improper administration or 
of abuse of authority it would bo only 
too ready to do so. Since it does not do 
tliifthey believe, and rightly too, that 
it cannot. Its vilification of the 
Premier and its misrepresentation of 
everything connected with tho Depart- 
ment therefore with them go for noth- 
ing. They take them tor what they 
really aro, the outpouring of impotent 
spite. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 



BRITAIN'S WEALTH. 

Mr. GitTen, an eminent English 
statistician, read not long sinco before 
the Royal Statistical Society a most in- 
teresting paper on the growth of capital 
in Great Britain. He estimated the 
wealth of the United Kingdom at £10,- 
1)00,000,000 or §30,000,000,000. This 
gives to each of the inhabitants of the 
country a capital of $1,350. The in- 
crease of property has been very great 
during the twenty years previous to 
1885. In 1805 it was valued at £0,100,- 
000,000, in 1885 it was as wo have seen 
£10,000,000,000, making an increase of 
£3,000,000,000 in twenty yoars. This 
is , simply an unimaginable sum. 
The increase was very consider- 
ably greater iu the first ten 
years of that period than in tho 
list ten years. Between 18G5 and 1875 
property in the British Islands had in- 
creased £•2,400,000,000, and in the ten 
years bctwoeu 1875 and 1885 the in- 
crease was £1,500,000,000, that is 40 
par cent, in the first docade and 17J in 
the second. Mr. Giffen said that tho de- 
crease was rather apparent than real, 
for between 1875 and 1885 values had 
lowered so much that the difference in 
property did not correspond to the dif- 
ference ill pounds. The money value 
of houses, lands, railways and property 
of all kinds was very much less in tho 
latter decade than in the former, A 
great deal is said about the 
enormous value of tho land of 
tho United Kingdom, but in 1885 
the houses were worth more than tho 
lands. Mr. GilTen's estimate of tho value 
of the lands is £1,091,000,000, while 
that of the houses is £1,027,000,000. 
Tho railways come next after the land ; 
tbey are valued ut £932,000,000. Tho 
increase of the value of property in 
(Ireat Britain has been extraordinary. 
In 1080 it was £250,000,000 ; iu 1780 it 
was £500,000,000; in 1875 £8,500,000,- 
000. The property of the United 
Kingdom was roughly divided by the 
statistician as follows : 80 per cont. to 
England, 9.7 per cent, to Scotland and 
4.3 per cent, to Ireland. Mr. Giffen 
iuu.de no pretence to strict accuracy. 
He desired his hearers to take his fig- 
ures merely as approximations.
